Then J perteines it was Pope Ioane that honeff wo 
man, that as the went a pzocefſiou thzough the Lateran 
was bzoughtto bed inthe frites. I ſarilds at her attire, 
anvlefther to her puniſhment, PaTing from thoncs A 
went inte a lower rome, and there were all kinges any 
P3lnces, and men of name, which faz that J might flan- 
der their ropall titles, J omit with lence. But thus 
they were all puniſhed accozding to thetr offences, na 
moze ſpared fo; their wealth then the pot foz their po- 
werty ; dulefſe they died highly tn the popes fanonr; any 
perhaps there was ſome indulgence to mittigate their 
puniſhment.

tie was moze then her wit, and that ſach a ſelfe lone of 
her exceltencie un made her onerweene bhec ſelfe, that 
ſhe though none fit to bee her huſband in alt Florence. 
Thus theongh ye were loked at fog her ontward perfec- 
lion, pat was (he lavghd at fez ber in ward folltes. Well 
bowſoener others cenſared of ber, hee thought her penp 
better laer then the cell, and would ſs ftctue to excell 
other Gentlewoman ia the nicencfle of geſturs, that oft - 
time che marde all. in (o mach that hec cop quaintnefls 
was a by wo2d inthe citle.Caery week foz\@th,becauſe 
thee wonld leeme as vertnoas as ſhe was faite, ſhe de · 
noutly went te Friar Onion, te be confeCev of ber fins: 
the Pet, who was a luſlis labber, and a tall ſwaine, 
and nurſt vp laſt with idleneſſe ; began to loke bpon her 
moze narrowlts, and to take apatticoler view of ber per- 
fections ; with that entring with a plercing inſight inte 
herſelfelone ;thonght that ſhe might quickly bee over- 
reacht in her owne conceſipts : fo; be thonght, that if the 
wiſeft woman were wonne with folre pzatſes, and large 
pzomiſes, it were moze eaſte to intrap her with tho diſ- 
courſe of her excollencie. Therefoze be laid his plot thus; 
the next time Liſetta came to ſh2ift, after be bad made 
der confeſſion,andbhad receined zbſolation 103 der flrnes, 
Friar Onyonloking earneftly pon her, fetcht a far fig 
and ſald eh Padam , if pou knew as much as J know ; 
as pou are the faireft,fo pon wonld thinke pour ſelfe the 
happieſt of all women that are alive. And why (yz 4

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P;ap you,quoth Liſctta ? ah ſald Friar Onyon: it is (ach « 
ſccret as map not bereucaled : foz if J ſhould diſcloſe it 
to vou, t pon by any means make it manifeſt, there was 
ng way with me but a moſt miſerable death. Liſetta, as 
all women be befirous of noueltp, Was ſogreebyts hears 
mat good was toward her, that (he made a thouſand pzo- 
(cations, and bttered a thouſand satbs, neuer tobe. 
wap what her ghoſtlp father Would tell ber in ſecref, 
Zben Pavam; quoth Friar Onyon, with a graue and a 
demure countenance, know pc vr veautie is (oexcellent, 
and pour perfection ſs far beyond the common ceutſe of 
all other women, that not onelp all men that (@ pop, at. 
mire you ag a miracle: but the becp Angels in beauen 
are enamozed of pour pzopoztion. The Angels, quoth the, 
is that polible ? The Angels, madam, and net the mea. 
nef, but the meft beautifuli of all the ref : fe: tbe Angell 
Gabriel! is ſo far in iove with pon, that the ather night he 
appeared bnto me, and charged me to do his earreft com. 
mendations unte peo, with pꝛomiſe, that if be might bee 
alſutad of pont ſectecie, bee would at connentent times 
vilit pou: andentertaing you with ſuch lone as befitteth 
ſachholp ſpirits. 

This tale ſo ſet a fire Liſetta, that he not onely than. 
ked Friar Onyon fog his commendations : but counted 
her ſelle the moſt foztunate of all women, that ſhe wag 
beloned of ſa bleſſed a Daint: © therefoze when and where 
itpleaſed him, bd Gould be entertained with as honou- 
rable ſecrecie, as a pw3e dams of her calling might afozv. 
Friar Onyon (ing the gere would wozke, p;oſccated 
bis parpoſe then ſubtilly: de pzeſently tell downe on bis 
knees befoze her, and de ed, that fo; ſnch dappie ncwes 
as de had bzonght, che would graunt him a bene. Liſetta 
liberall now to perſo2me any demaund bad him aſke. 
Zhen de began thus: adam, quoth he, foz that the An- 
gell Gabr:cll is a ſpirit, andhis big btne ſſe ſuch, as no 
moztall ee tau ſuſtet, andthereſoze muſt come vato = 
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in ſome humane ape, I p21p pou bonebſafe, that my bo- 
die map be the reccptacte foz dim, that wbile be putteih 
an mp carcaſe, mp ſouie uiap entop tbe fight 4 pleaſures 
of pacadiſe : ſo ſhall voa not hinder pour ſelfe, and do me 
zu bnſpeakeabls beneft- Lyſetta ſ&lng Friar Onron 
was a infty tall fe:low, willing in what Che mtaht, to 
pleaſure bim, graunted his requeſt verie fvlilinglic: 
bers bpon it was centlubes, that ſhe ſhonld ieaue the 
doe open, and about mitnight the Angel Cabtiell would 
coins to biüt her. Upan this reſolutten dome went Li. 
ſetta, as merry ag s ple tricking by her bedchamber with 
All bzancrie, and rich perfames (oz the entertatnment of 
her paramour, And Friar Onyon, as buſte as a bee, was 
making his winges and bis crinctets readp to plap the 
Augell: well. de dealt lo, that he agr@o with an old panboz 
that 2welt oppoſite to the honſ?, and there made himſeife 
reavie, and at the honre appointed went ts Liſetta: 
where be ſound the doze open, and ſo entered by tin be 
came to her bedchzmber; where che ſat greeting bis 
comming : adone as ſh+ ſato bim ' with bis giozions 
wings and bis wilte roates, e teſe, ans tell at his fat: 
bat he louingly toks ber vp, imbzeſt der, kiſt her, and 
pointed ts the bed, Whither the Angell went after be bad 
lald apart bie abuemento, and Liſctra followed with as 
much ſpad as might be, C ætera quis neſcit. Carlp befozs 
bzeake of the dap, Gabriell coke vis leage of dis Liietta, 
zud went to dis lodging, teantng der the pzoudeſt wo- 
man in the wozle, that che was beloucd af an Angell . 
Friar Oayon hee gat dim to dis cell, and there toke 
dppe bts bzoaten flape bee bas loſt till nine of the 
tlocke, tdat dee went into big DOzatozie : where dee 
dad nat lptten long, but Liſetta ia a great bzanerie as 
migdt. came to the church, and then ceced vp in gera- 
ut d2notton g borning taper to the Angel! Gatric!l; ek. 
ter war ds her 03t30ns dene ſhe came ta Fitar Opyon who 
Alten ſome canictence demaunded her of der new lover, 
hens 
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whom the highly commended, and be againe gave her 
great thanks, that ſhee vonchſaft him fo be therecepta- 
cle of ſo help a Datnt : foz all the while his bodie was 
with ber, dis loule did taff the topes of Paradice. Theſe 
two thus agreed, it ſofell ont that (undzie times as oc. 
taſton 4 opoztunity would gineloane, the Angell Gabri. 
ell viſited Liſctta: The Friar thus froltke in this conce(/ 
tes content was thwarted by keztune on this manner : 
Liſetta waxing dery pzond with the remembzance of her 
new loner,.was ſo cope add difoainefnll, as thee thenght 
neuer a dame in Florence fit fe; ber company : inſomuch 
that many wondzsd why he grew lo inſolent. But the 
moze they maruatled, the moze (he was malapert, con. 
teiuing ſuch abundance of ſelfeloue within her Tomacke, 
that Che was With chily till we had vitered her minds 
toſomeofher gefſips:on a day fitting wtth one in tom 
ſhes had moſt affiance, he beganne to require ſecrecte, 
and ſhes would vnfold vnto der a thing not onely irange 
but of great impozt. Vergoſſip as the cuſtome is, began 
to blame thoſe wines whoſe ſecret lap at their tongues 
end and ſald, che was noner thncht with aup Raine of 
her tongue: andtherefozs whatſoner the fold her, hoald 
be buried buderfots and goene further. Upon this Ly. 
ſetta began to rehearſe buto her from point fo point, the 
whole diſcourſe of the Angell Sabriell, bow bee was in 
lone with her, and how ſundzp nights he lay with her, and 
many moeze matters which hotold herof the lopes of pa- 
radiſe. Oer goſſip being a wily wench kept her cotitenice 
bery demuarelp, commending the excellence of her beau. 
ty, that did not onelp amaze men, but dzew eucn Angels 
to be inamouxed of her : pzomifing to be as ſecret in this 
matter as her ſelfe. ©bee thought the time long till they 
might bzeake off talke, and therefoze aCone as ſhee could 
inde oppoztunity, che toke her leaue, and hied her home- 
ward: but to ber honſe hee could not goe till (he had met 
with two 83 thz& of her goſſips:to who tna great laugh. 
tur 
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fer che vnkolded What madam Lyſetta had told her, hoto 
we was belousd of the Anget! Gabriell, and how ſundzy 
nights he lay with her, and told her of the lopes of Pa- 
radice, This was wozke enongh fo; nine dates, foz the 
Wwoonder of Padame Lyſettas barns went thzough all 
Florence: ſo that at laſt it came to the cares ot Lyſettas 
friends, who grieued that ſuch aclamor ſhould be raiſed 
of theie kin\ſwomd:knowing ber folly, thonght to watch 
ne&rs, but they would take the Angell Cabriell and clip 
bis winges frem flying. Well ſecret they kept it, and 
made as thongh they hav not heard of it, yet kept thep 
lach diligent watch, that they knew the night when the 
Angell would deſcend to viſit Liſetta: where vpon they 
beſet the houſe raund, aud aſſone as Friar Onyon was 
in, and had put off his winges, and was gone to bed, ths 
ruching in of the watch wakened himſrom his re$, and 
that with (nch abengeanco, that tralting moze to his 
kiete then to his feathers, be left madam Liſetta amazed 
at the noiſe : and ye himſolfe was ſo harpely beſetand ſo 
ntere taken, that be was faine toleape out of a bie gar- 
ret window, and (9 almoſt bzake his necke, into a little 
narrow lane. Well his beſt ioint ſcapte, but be was ſoze 
bzuiſcd:pet feare madehim fo2get his fall, that away de 
ran ta a poze mans houſe where he ſaw light, and there 
got in, making an ercuſe how he had fallen among 
th&vcs;and ſo defired lodging, 

The man haning beard talke of the Angell Gabriell, 
knowing verp well Friar Onyon that knew not dim, 
let him baut lodging berp willingly, but all this while 
that he elcapt, were Liſettas friend (&king fe; the ſairit 
that ſo tenderly lone v thetr kinſwoman : bat thep could 
not flad dim, and to beanen be was not flowne, fog they 
bad ſound his wings:{c;ry they were that Gabricll had 
mift them. But thep tt id hard, and rebaked the follle of 
Liſettas lelſeloue, that vas not onelp ſo crednlous, but 
ſuck a blad ag torencalc her owne ſecrets: it was late, 
ant 
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and becanſethep had miſt of their purpoſe they departed 
leaning Liſetta a ſozrowfull woman, that che was lo de- 
teiued bp the Angell Gabriell. Well night paſſed, and 
the mozning came, this poꝛe man friar Onyons hoall 
told him, that he knew not bow to ſhift bim: foz there 
was that day a great ſearch foz one Frper Onion that 
bad cſapde naked from Ly ſettas howle, and who ſo kept 
bim in ſecret ſhould haue his eares naild on the pillozy : 
at this the Frier ſtarted and ſaid : alas faiend J am the 
man: and if by any meanes thou canſt conuap me to the 
Doztoz of our Friozp, I will giue thee foztie Duckats: 
if pou will, quoth his hoaſt follow my counſatile, fearc 
not. 3 will connep pon thither ſafe and vnknowne, and 
thus, This dap there is great ſhewes made befoze the 
Duke ol Florence, and ſtrange ſights to be ſæne, and di- 
nerſe wild men diſguiſed fn ſtrange attire are bzonght 
into the market place: now J will dzelle pen in ſame 
range ozder,and with a maſke oner pour face, lead pon 
amongſt the reſt, and when the ſhew is done, cart ping 
pou as thongh I ſhould carrie pon home, J wil conueigh 
pou into the Doztoz backfive ſecret and vnknowne All. 
thongh this ſeemed hard to the kriar, pet of two cnils the 
leaſt was to bechoſen, and be conſented to ſuffer whzt 
the hoaſt would deuiſe. Cyerebpon be that was of e 
pleaſant conceipt vled him thus he annointed him oner 
with barme mixed with honp, and tack him fall of fea- 
thers, and tying lin by the neci; with a chatne, put a vi- 
{oz on bis face, and on either ſide tide a great ban Dogge, 
in this come equipage marched this phie man with 
the Friar. Be was no loner tome into the open ftreete, 
vat the people haning neuer ſeene luch a ſight betoze in 
Florence, sid net enelp wonder at the rangene ſte of his 
drelling; but marnat'ed what this novelty ſhould meane: 
wWocrevpor ai: infant number not onelp of the common 
lozt, but of tbe grancft cilizens followed, to (ee what 
honl2 be {he cab of this wonder. 


With 
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Mith a ſolemne pace marched his keper, till he came 
to the market place, where tping him to a great piller 
that Code there, he then let make in all places cf the ci- 
tic ſolemne pꝛoclamation, that who ſo would (ce the An⸗ 
gell Gabriell,chould pꝛeſently come ta the market place, 
and behold him there in that amozons dignitic that hee 
did bſgally biſit the Dames of Florence: at this pzocla- 
mation there was a generall concourſe of people,eſpeci- 
ally of the better (03t that had heard of Ly ſettas loues: ſo 
that the Duke bimſelfe came tbither, and amongft the 
reſt Lyſettas kinſmen, When all the market place was 
fall of people, the hoaſt pulled the bio: from the Friars 
face : at which the people gaue a great conte, clapping 
their hands and crping, the Angell Gabriell, the Angel 
Gabricll,he that comes from heauen, to make vs weare 
hoznes. JInede not Jhope intreat pou to belteue, that 
poze Frpar Onyon was beanily perplered, «ſpecially 
when the dap grew hot, be naked and annointed with 
bonp, Co that all the waſpes in the citie, as it were bp a 
miracle, left the Grocers ſhops, and came to viſite the 
Friar, becauſe his ſkinne was (ſs ſweet : but alas to the 
poze mans paines, that bee was almoſt tung to death. 
Dtuers ofbis conent came thither to ſee the trange ap- 
parition of the Angell, who when they ſaw he was Frt- 
ar Onyon, then they couered their ſhauen crownes with 
their cooles, and went home with a flea in their eares- 
Thus all day tod the poꝛe Friar wondered at of all 
the people of Florence, and to2zmented with waſpes,and 
at night fetcht dome to the Dortor by ſome of his bzo- 
thers: he was clapt in pziſon where foz (ozrow poe Ga- 
briell died and becauſe he did ſo diſhonoz the other Fet- 
ars, he bides this tozment in purgatozie. 

Che dilconrſe of the Frpar thus paſt,X viewed them 
all that were Churchmen: and after went into a lower 
rome where there was a medley of all manner of peo- 


ple of all trades, ſciences, and 8ccupations, aligned to 
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\ych ſundepe togmentes,. as mans cir would gundfi 
ſorket with the varictic cf oblectes, cucn 22 very 
b3 ome men were there fo2 robbing cf the bzome cioles 
betw&ne Warking gad London. And hard by them was 
there a plate empty fozmed thus 1 It was made like the 
tape et Tibozne thꝛœſquare, t all painted about with 
palters, and hard by fd two tall fellowes with carters 
wlps ls ſtearnelploking, as if with euer laſh they 
wonld cut a man to the bones: there was wzilten ouer 
the place a great Romain B. 1 could not learn foz whom 
this tozment was pzantided, foz that ſs manp mc, (0 ma- 
ny cenſares : ſome ſaid it was foz one Boniface which 
ſhoule be Pope, and ſhoalz pzouca greatperſecutoz : o- 
thers, that Bonner ſhould bes brought from his place a- 
mong tho Pꝛelates, and be whipt there foz bz@ching of 
Bartlet Greene naked in bis garden: bat the moſt boyees 
went, that it was foz Bull the hangman, becaaſe at his 
whipping in Tondon the Carfers chewed bim to mncþ 
fauour. Well ſoz whamſorner it is, God blefſo me from 
it, fezheeis like to bee well belabonred with two luKp 
knaues.Loking till about, J ſaw the men ſeated as it 
were in tbzones higher then the ret, with thz& (hielves 
hang ing by them,haning impzeſes and moſtoes, J fal- 
ed and gaze my fill vpon them: foz they had no paniſh- 
ment, hut were as p2iſoners detained in Purgatozy, b 

with a pꝛeheminente; fo2 which ſaener of the ghoſts pal 
ſed by, gane them a knee with arenerence. Jmarnatley 
what thep ſhould be, and one told me it was the the »o- 
grees of Cuckholds ; with that Jſmild, and lohed ze 
narrowly upon them, and ſpide wzitten ouer the firts 
bead this choʒt ſentence, One and One. Dner the ſecond, 
None and One: ener the third, One and None. This was 
to me adarks Acnigma, that J wiſhed ſome Sphinx to
